FOREWORD 


The opening of the San Francisco Art Association's 73rd Annual of Painting and 
Sculpture raises the usual questions on juried surveys of contemporary art. They have 
been recurrent topics of conversation and controversy everywhere since regular juried 
exhibitions became the art events of the year with the Salons, instituted in Paris at the 
end of the seventeenth century. None of the problems are new. Some, like the dis- 
satisfaction of the individuals and groups, representing a particular aesthetic point 
of view, which happen to be left out of any given juried selection, appear to be in- 
soluble. Others find better or worse solutions, usually temporary, under certain condi 
tions at different times and in different circumstances. Always present is the feeling 
that somehow there might be a solution involving less work, less time, less crushing 
responsibility for the jurors, less labor and, therefore, less expense for the organiza- 
tion—in this case, the Museum—which undertakes to manage the machinery of putting 


on juried exhibitions, open without restriction to artists of the country at large. 


The juried Annual does offer advantages to the artists, and also, be it said, t 
those concerned with studying current art developments, that no other method of 
reviewing art supplies. Even to the critics, who do little more than record the ebb and 
flow of art activity superficially, the Annuals are useful opportunities to note art and 
artist development. Thus it is, that, despite the yearly groans of all concerned— 
artists submitting, museum organizing, jurors selecting, critics reviewing—they all turn 
to and do their best to make it a good show and to bring out in it those expressions 


and styles significant for the moment. 


The present Annual represented more effort than customary for those intimately 
concerned with producing the show, because submissions exceeded eleven hundred— 
more by a couple of hundred than usual, and the juries were especially studious and 
hard working. Therefore, once more the value of this type of exhibition for the artists 
and art public of this community was reviewed. Clearly, in the end, whatever its defects, 


the juried survey performs unique service to contemporary art, for those most con- 


cerned with it,—artists, critics and art public which can only be outlined briefly 
here.
